The Colonial Umpire. 

If Queen Victoria in not indifferoiKly 
disposed towards her Colonial Erapiro 
it is groaily to bo regretted that bor 
sentiments in this rcspoet should be so 
generally misapprehended in tbe colonial 
mind. It may bo — we are most anxious 
it sholud be— that Llor Majasty'a Gov- 
ernment tally opprooiato the importance 
to the nation of its Colonial possessions, 
and that their doesiro is to strengthen 
and consolidate tho connection which 
binds them together, rathor than to 
rend it; but if such be the easo it is 
much to bo regretted that Ministers 
have such an awkward way or expres- 
sing thomsclves. London has recently 
been tho tbeatro ot rather more than 
Ordinary excitement upon this subject 
Ji has boon announced und contradicted 
that a number ot ii.Queniial colonics 
in London held a meeting and said some 
plain things oh ui tho alleged scurvy 
Colonial policy ot tho pres>'nt adminis- 
tratio '-, hinting at Colonial independ- 
ence and a United Slates protectorate, 
as tho probable alternative. This much 
of 'he story 'ur< s out to be truo : A 
number of influential colonists, taking 
tho alunn at the tenor of dispatcher 
sent from tho Colonial Otlico to Now 
Zealand, fts well as word-* spoken from 
time to lime by Ministers in tlio course 
of debaio, met :it the Palace Hotel, 
Westminster, on tho 4th August. After 
a free iniefchtnge of views a committee 
Was appointed lo confer with the iliffer 
ent, Colonial GoverntueniH, urging them 
to send representatives to a, sort of Pnn- 
Anglican Parliament, to mret at West- 
mini-ter f">r d liberation on tlio relations 
of the Col'imes to the Mothor Country, 
and to One another, such meeting to take 
place in feb'uaiy next, during ibo 
ae»Monof the Imperial Parlnment. Tbi> 
Committee hnvo iirepiuod their mani/cs- 
to for transmission io the respective 
Colonial Cover Dments, and the same is 
published in the limes. Of courso the 
object of tho meeting in February uexi 
is, in tlielangiiago ot the manifesto, "10 
recommend measures for the considera- 
tion of tho Imperial Government" cal- 
culated to improve the relations between 
the Mother Country and her Colonio*. 
We are left ent'rely in tho dark as to 
the right of '.he persons who mot at the 
Palace Hotel to assume to act on be- 
half of all tho colonies, and we must 
confess ourselvos at a loss to conceive 
how it can bo expected that all or any 
considerable numbor of tho Colonial 
Governments will respond to an appeal 
so irregularly nude. Wo suy this re- 
grolfally, ratber than unkindly, feoling, 
as we do, that great necessity exist* for 
some concerted action on tho part of the 
colonies with a view to a hotter under- 
standing between each other and tho 
United Kingdom. The contents of »he 
mauiforto aro commonplace enough, and 
do not invito much remark. Perhaps 
a more noticeable feature of the colonial 
luroro recently created in England is to 
be found in 'be circumstance of that old 
political harlequin, Sir Fraocis Uond 
Head, having rushed into the Tines 
with a counter manifesto, in which he 
enunciates views which might well make 
colonists stare, did thoy omanate from 
any other source. Sir Francis, amongst 
other equally absurd things, uss-srts that 
the grand mistake was in granting to 
any of the colonies repp msiblo or self- 
goverumontl It will suffice for our 
present purposo to remind our readers 
that this sumo Sir Francis was in 1835 
made Lieutcnaut-Governor of Uppei 
Canada, and that two years ot* his sort 
of administration was sufficient to pre- 
cipitate- tbat Province into open rebellion 
Too name of Sir Francis Bond Head is 
still and ever will be held in utter exe* 
cratiin in Cunada, He was superceded 
iu 183S by John George Lumb on, Earl 
ot Durham, who came to Canada with 
extraordinary poweis, and whoso mom 
orab'e repou amounted to a virtual 
justification of t he revolt. Tlio London 
Spectator, a journal of great ability uud 
advui.ceJ liberal opinions, takes a very 
different view fiomSir F. Ji. Head. It 
says ;

oioa, Tho i lectors are not yet quia pre-

Spain, 

When, toward tho close of 18G8, Isa* 
bella tlod to Franco aud tho Provisional 
Governmont, with marvellous firmness, 
moderation and alacrity, assumed tho 
direction of tho affairs of tho nation 
and promulgated tho Spanish Magna 
Chartar, the world, wondoring, said, 
' Spain has rison from tho dead I' The 
effort was indeed worthy ot a great 
peoplo who, having long slept under tho 
inflnenco of priest-ridden Royalty, have 
awukoned to the conviction that they 
aro men, and have falsified tho state- 
ment placed in tho mouth of Alva by 
Gootho, that a people never attains dis« 
cretion, but romaius ever childish. Tho 
Spanish Magna Chartar, or Bill of 
Rights, gavo to tho nation political and 
roligious liberty — tho right to spoak, 
write, print and publish. It at onco 
gave tbo lio to nil those astounding 
principles which adopted tbe Inquisi" 
tion, which fitted out invincible Arma- 
das, and which in tho days only just 
now passed gavo over tbo reins of gov- 
ernment to Fit'.hor Cfarots and Bleeding 
Sister Putiocinos. It was indeed mar, 
vellous that such things should happen 
in tho lurid of Alva and Narvaoz, iu tho 
luud of I-; behauod G mzales Bravo, the 
land whit s had suffered so long and so 
L,'i'ievou ly nuder King priestlineas ; yet 
so i * happened. The Magna Charta, 
while rc. agnizing the duty of t.io 
S ate to uphold the Roman Catholic 
— i.e., uho naiional religion — gives as a 
common blessing to all men whatsoever 
with'n Spain tho right tu worship God 
according to conscionco. Wo say the 
world marvelled at a transformation, un 
('mancipation so saddon and coinploto. 
Less revolutions have in othor times 
cost Boas of blood. This, tho most ros 
markublo in history, might a'mosl bo 
uttid to have been a bloodless revolution. 
The operation could nut well have been 
a.:compli-hed with less pain hud the pa- 
th nt boon put nnder chloroform. But, 
without any dosiro to defruot from the 
brilliancy and virtue ol that marvollous 
transformation, recent events would ap- 
pear to threaten the value ot results. It 
is not itupos-iblo that tho nation was con- 
ducted miraculously through one crisis.only 
to make shipwreck >u a second. Tuo world 
ivill bo unxious to boliovo that those 
patriots who so successfully conducted 
iho nation from a condition of tho most 
abject roligious aud political thialdom 
into one of light and liberty, will again 
prove themselvos equal to the emergeney . 
The announcement that 20,000 persons 
at Sargossa declare that they rofor 
doath to a return to a mcnarchial form 
of government suggests a scarcely less 
perplexing condition than that which 
gives occasion to the Governmont to 
'comptl the Bishops to take the oa'.h of 
alienianco." It is just possiblo that by 
concentrating the martial spirit of Spain 
upon a foreign quarrel an internal crisis 
may bo tided over. Tho disposition 
evinced by tho Uuitod Statos of Ameri- 
ca to interfere in Cuban affairs appears 
to have rejuvenated the martial pride 
of tho Spaniards. Prim aunouuees that 
ho will hesitate at no sacridoo to tmbdue 
tbe insurrection in Cuba, and declares 
that the nation is prepared and deter- 
mined to fight uny and every foreign 
interloper. It is didicult, at the pre- 
sent moment to see how Spain ould, 
even uuder the more favoiablo condi- 
tions, cope with tho United Slates. It 
s especially difficult to understand in 
what way Prim would propose to hold 
Cuba in chock with one hand, and 
whip Brother Jonathan with ib.<> other. 
Woro it uot for tho growing conviction 
that she must relinquish Cuba, that it 
is utter folly to attempt a forced reten- 
tion, Spain would doubtless enjoy sub- 
stantial European sympaihy ; it forced 
into war with tho United Statos upon 
such grounds. At it is, hiwever, that 
sympathy would ■ ho more sentimental 
that real. Yot, however unequal tho 
contest, 1 Spain could loose little and 
might gaiu something by such a war. 
She could only loose, what it is admitted 
on all hands she cannot hopo long to 
retain— Cuba; she uvgbt, by giving a 
a new direction to the patnosm and 
martial prowess ot nor people, prevent 
them from imitating tho ''Kilkenny 
cats.'' It is scarcely probable that the 
United States Will provoke tho issue ; 
Out if they do, little harm is likely to 
como of it.

Barkbrvillb, Sept 20th, 1869. 
Editoe Bbitisii Colonist. — The reception 
accorded Governor Muegrave on bis arrival 
here on Saturday evening, w,is stipnrexcel- 
Lent. The notice of bis coming was short; 
but the people went to work with o will, 
and by Friday ovenfng the addrossts weru 
ready, tho arches were up, tho Hags flying 
and "the streels cleared. On Saturday morning 
a deputation on horseback wont out some 
15 miles lo meet bis Excolloncy, supposing 
ho had got to Cotton waul the previous 
evening, and wonld be In at 1 p. m, At 
noon tbe news eauie that he aid not leave 
Qiiesnehnouth till that morning and could 
not gut hero till lato, it' at nil that day. At 
six, however, two herah's came galloping 
into town, ' lie will be here in leas than 
half an hour, " Mako roudy I !" Tho fire- 
men, 50 in number, were in unilorm, and 
under orders in a lew minutes. Thoy march- 
ed up to the canyon nour Richfield, where 
hey met the Governor, and brought blrh in 
in lino stylo. At, tho upper end of the tiwn 
he pussad under an cvergioen arch, anr, 
mounted with a ciown, and presenting uc- 
Cioss its centre in large character* the word 
" WELCOME!' A littlo further on ho cumo 
lo a fine arch erected by iho Chituse with 
Iho motto, " Welcome to Cariboo'' in both 
Chinese and European obarsotcrs.
